We  consider  it  a  privilege  to  show  in  these  Galleries  this  collec- 
tion which  expresses  tradition  and  breeding  in  the  best  sense  of  the 
words.  Following  an  innate  affection  for  French  art,  Miss  Mc- 
Clelland believes  in  French  art  for  American  houses,  and  in  collect- 
ing the  works  of  the  French  masters  of  the  cabinetmaker  s  art  she 
looks  tor  restraint  and  avoids  Hamboyancy.  Like  gentleman  and 
ladies — inconspicuous  in  their  perfect  attire — the  fauteuil  bearing 
the  magic  cipher  of  the  great  Oeben  [Number  335],  the  commode 
by  Mathieu  Criaerd  [Number  310]  with  its  subtle  reserve  in  scale 
and  mounts,  the  exquisitely  modest  table-bureau,  a  masterpiece  by 
Fidely  [Number  129],  and  the  chairs  by  Courtois,  Le  Chartier, 
Erard,  and  others  express  the  consistency  of  Miss  McClelland's 
appreciation  of  art.  She  has  preached  for  years  to  her  friends  and 
clients  that  American  houses  may  not  reasonably  be  furnished  as 
palaces  but  should  contain  the  best  examples  of  the  greater  masters 
psychologically  suitable  to  the  descendants  of  a  Puritan  race. 

The  art  of  the  English  woodworkers  and  cabinetmakers  is 
similarly  represented  by  works  of  attractive  and  dignified  charm,  an 
epithet  which  may  be  applied  in  larger  measure  to  the  nearly  perfect 
small  Queen  Anne  boiserie  [Number  380]. 

We  need  not  dwell  upon  the  selection  of  wall-papers  in  this 
catalogue,  as  Miss  McClelland's  unchallenged  authority  has  been

generously  recognized  by  nearly  all  American  museums,  including 
the  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art,  but  we  should  like  to  call  atten- 
tion to  two  rooms  by  the  royal  wall-paper  maker  Reveillon  [Num- 
bers 87  and  88],  the  scenic  paper  entitled  "La  Provence"  [Numbers 
321-324],  and  to  the  paper  screens,  among  which  the  most  notable 
seems  to  us  a  three-fold  screen  with  conversational  pictures  by  Boillv 
[Number  326].  A  canvas  screen  made  in  China  for  the  European 
market  under  the  K'ang-hsi  or  Yung  Cheng  Dynasties  [Number 
82],  has  a  rare  collector's  interest.  It  represents  a  branch  of  the 
activities  of  the  East  India  Company  not  generally  known,  and  apart 
from  its  decorative  beauty  and  whimsical  composition  it  should 
attract  a  collector  of  Oriental  Lowestoft  as  a  background  for  his 
collection. 

A  small  but  distinguished  collection  of  Louis  XV  and  Louis 
XVI  bronze  appliques  [Numbers  63-67]  and  a  collection  of  Renais- 
sance steel  and  bronze  door  ornaments  [Numbers  110-112]  give 
additional  interest  to  this  notable  assemblage.

THE  paper  on  which  the  following  two  designs  [Numbers  87 
and  88]  were  printed  won  Reveillon  the  prize  for  the  en- 
couragement of  useful  arts  awarded  by  Necker,  the  Minister  of 
Louis  XVI.  It  is  printed  in  small  sheets,  of  which  twelve  put 
together  constitute  a  roll.  Papier  sans  fin,  or  paper  rolls  in  the 
modern  sense  of  the  word,  were  not  made  in  France  until  18 10. 
Both  sets  bear  on  each  roll  the  cipher  of  Reveillon  with  jleur  de  lis. 
Reveillon  was  considered  the  greatest  wall-paper  maker  of  the 
eighteenth  century.  Miss  McClelland  has  referred  to  the  achieve- 
ments of  Reveillon  in  great  detail  in  her  book  'Historic  Wall-Paper', 
pp.  1 15-178.
